(1880-1946) 

ARTHUR  G.  DOVE  was  born  in  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.,  in  1880.  He  attended  Hohart 
College,  then  transferred  to  Cornell,  graduating  from  the  latter  in  1903.  Starting  at 
the  age  of  seven,  he  drew  and  painted,  and  after  his  graduation  chose  illustration 
as  a  means  of  support.  His  short  career  in  this  field  (1903-07).  was  most  successful. 
His  illustrations  appeared  in  such  magazines  as  Harper's,  Scrihner's,  Judge,  Collier's. 
Life,  McClure's  and  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  —  enabling  him  to  go  abroad.  He 
spent  more  than  a  year  in  France  and  Italy  devoting  himself  entirely  to  painting  and 
showed  in  the  Salon  d'Automne,  1908  and  1909. 

Shortly  after  his  return  to  the  U.S.A.,  Alfred  Stieglitz  saw  his  work  and  immediately 
added  him  to  the  group  he  was  assembling  for  an  exhibition  which  included  Carles. 
Hartley,  Marin,  Maurer  and  Weber,  This  historic  show  took  [ilace  in  1910  and 
established  a  parmanent  relationship  between  Dove  and  Stieglitz  which  continued 
until  the  latter's  death  —  with  a  one-man  exhibition  held  annually  from  1912  to  1946. 
In  addition.  Dove  partici{)ated  in  every  major  modern  art  exhibition  (46  in  all) 
held  throughout  the  country  during  the  same  period. 


Since  his  association  with  The  Downtown  (iallery  in  1946  he  has  been  featured  con- 
sistently and  also  honored  with  important  retrospective  exhibitions  in  numerous 
museums  who  have  acquired  examples  for  their  permanent  collection. 


WATERCOLOR 


Tlie  watercolors  in  this  exhibition  have  just  been  released  by  the  Dove 
Estate  —  and  with  few  exceptions  are  being  publicly  presented  for  the 
first  time.  Kncompassing  a  period  of  more  than  two  decades  (1928-46), 
the  collection  provides  a  comprehensive  report  of  his  work  in  this  medium. 
Many  are  untitled  and  others  are  undated,  but  the  years  may  be  approxi- 
mated by  the  subject  matter  relating  to  the  specific  locale.  Consequently, 
the  labels  affixed  to  the  pictures  refer  by  period  to  the  area  in  which  he 
lived  at  that  time:  y'i'estport,  Conn.  (1910-20)  ;  Houseboat  and  Halesite 
(1920-32);  Geneva,  N.  Y.   (1932-38);  Centerport,  L.  1.   (1938-46).
